This year new settlements were founded 
by the Saints on the Muddy, Arizona (now 
Nevada). Along and desperate war be- 
tween the settlers in Sanpete and Sevier 
Valleys and the Indians under the chief 
Black Hawk was commenced. Many of the 
settlers were killed and wounded. 


January. Sun. 8.—The first Latter- 
day Saint settlers on the lower Muddy 
(now in Lincoln Co., Nev.) arrived 
there. Under the presidency of Thos. S. 
Smith they and other settlers, who fol- 
lowed, located St. Thomas.
